1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school 
board  and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agent,  auditors,  committees,  or 
officers  heretofore  chosen,  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  send  pupils  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  to  Berlin  on  a  tiution  basis  and  vote  to  ap- 
propriate necessary  money  in  budget  for  the  tuition  and 
transportation  expenses. 

9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  transport  the  high 
school  pupils  to  Berlin  at  District  expense  and  apporpriate 
necessary  money  in  budget  for  said  transportation. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  close  the  West  Dum- 
mer School  and  send  all  pupils,  grades  1-6,  to  the  Willis 
School. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  payment  of  stat- 
utory obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  appli- 
cation against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  esti- 
mated to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  togeth- 
er with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and 
the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  buy  a  bus,  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  therefor,  and  raise  said  money  by  issu- 
ance of  serial  notes  on  the  credit  of  the  District. 
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13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  install  a  tile  ceiling 
in  the  basement  of  the  Willis  School,  using  the  balance  of  the 
1959-60  budget  to  cover  the  cost  of  said  ceiling. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

To  the  School  Board,  and  Citizens  of    the    Dummer    School 
District: 

Foreword 

•  In  my  report  of  last  year  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  cost 
of  educating  an  elementary  pupil  in  Dummer  was  consider- 
ably above  the  state  average.  This  past  year  the  state  aver- 
age cost  per  elementary  pupil  was  $262,  while  in  Dummer 
this  cost  was  $373.72  for  each  child  in  grades  1-8.  If  the 
transportation  costs  were  added,  the  per  pupil  cost  would  be 
approximately  $472.00.  It  was  also  explained  that  under  our 
present  organizational  plan  of  operating  two  schools  the 
costs  would  continue  to  increase.  Therefore,  the  proposal 
made  last  year  of  consolidating  the  two  schools  seems  to  be 
the  best  avenue  of  approach  to  cut  the  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

Under  the  budget  page  of  this  report  three  separate 
budgets  have  been  proposed  for  the  next  school  year,  1960- 
61.  This  is  done  to  point  out  as  clearly  as  possible  the  com- 
parison of  costs  under  three  proposed  plans.  Budget  No.  1 
shows  the  amount  of  money  that  would  be  needed  if  the  two 
schools  are  kept  open  under  the  same  conditions  that  have 
existed  in  the  past.  Budget  No.  2  shows  the  amount  of 
money  that  would  be  needed  if  only  one  school  is  kept  open, 
with  all  pupils  in  grades  1-6  attending  the  Willis  School, 
and  the  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  going  to  Berlin.  Budget 
No.  3  shows  the  amount  of  money  needed  if  one  school  is 
kept  open  and  all  pupils  in  grades  1-8  attend  the  Willis 
School. 

Before  going  any  further  with  recommendations,  the 
item  of  transportation  should  be  discussed.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  Dummer's  high  school  pupils  have  depended  upon 
getting  to  Berlin  with  parents  or  neighbors  or  with  the 
Milan  transporter.  This  year  that  bus  has  been  crowded  due 
to  the  number  of  pupils  that  have  to  be  carried  in  Milan. 
With  8  pupils  finishing  the  8th  grade  in  Dummer  this  June, 
it  appears  rather  doubtful  that  all  Dummer  high  school 
pupils  can  depend  upon  that  means  of  transportation  next 
year  unless  a  larger  bus  is  available.  Some  permanent 
means  of  transportation  has  to  be  guai'anteed  to  the  high 
school  pupils  if  the  majority  are  to  remain  in  school.  This, 
I  believe,  is  a  District  obligation. 

Likewise,  the  uncertainty  of  securing  private  transport- 
ers in  the  past  few  years  has  created  a  severe  problem  for 
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the  School  Board.  The  concentration  of  our  school  popula- 
tion on  Route  No.  16  has  also  presented  a  problem.  To  bring 
all  pupils  from  the  west  side  of  town  and  those  on  Route 
No.  16  to  the  Willis  School,  especially  for  all  grades,  1-8, 
a  larger  bus  than  is  now  used  by  the  District  will  be  neces- 
sary. Even  if  the  two  schools  are  kept  open  and  small 
vehicles  could  be  used,  the  problem  of  transporting  the 
high  school  pupils  would  not  be  solved. 

Also,  if  the  past  assignment  method  of  pupils  is  followed, 
and  all  the  children  on  Route  No.  16  continue  in  the  West 
Dummer  School,  there  would  be  18  pupils  in  the  seven 
grades  in  that  building  and  only  7  in  the  Willis  School  in  4 
grades.  However,  if  the  two  schools  were  kept  open,  it 
would  be  best  to  assign  some  of  the  pupils  on  Route  No.  16 
to  the  Willis  School  in  order  to  reduce  the  pupil  and  grade 
load  of  the  West  Dummer  School.  If  this  were  done,  the 
mileage  of  the  bus  routes  would  be  about  the  same  as  under 
plan  No.  2,  or  we  would  have  to  contract  vdth  two  individ- 
uals who  could  accommodate  at  least  seven  or  eight  stu- 
dents in  a  proper  vehicle,  probably  a  station  wagon.  The 
use  of  two  vehicles  would,  of  course,  cost  more. 

Another  factor  that  makes  transportation  an  annual 
problem  is  the  number  of  pupils  involved.  The  number 
transported  has  always  been  on  the  border  line  as  far  as  the 
size  of  the  vehicle  is  concerned,  whether  we  have  one  or  two 
transporters,  or  the  District  assumes  the  responsibility  of 
doing  its  own  transporting. 

Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  the  District  purchase 
a  bus  of  sufficient  size  to  take  care  of  the  elementary  pupils 
of  the  District,  and  pay  a  fixed  sum  for  the  transportation 
of  the  high  school  pupils.  Bus  routes  and  the  school  day  of 
the  elementary  school  or  schools  would  have  to  be  set  up  to 
'enable  the  District  to  transport  most  of  its  own  pupils.  To 
save  mileage,  ariangements  should  be  made  to  have  the 
West  Dummer  pupils  transported  by  the  Milan  transporter 
to  the  high  school  and  as  far  as  the  Milan  Village  School  for 
the  elementary  pupils,  where  they  would  be  met  by  the 
Dummer  bus,  if  only  one  school  is  kept  open. 

The  problem  of  securing  teachers  in  an  eight-grade  rural 
school  is  getting  exceedingly  difficult  as  explained  last  year. 
By  combining  the  two  schools  and  having  only  six  grades,  I 
feel  we  can  pay  one  teacher  more  in  salary  and  can  retain 
one  of  our  present  teachers  or  be  able  to  offer  a  more  at- 
tractive  situation  to  a  new  person. 

The  budget  that  is  adopted  at  the  annual  meeting  will  de- 
termine the  wishes  of  the  voters.  However,  it  is  my  recom- 
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mendation  that  the  plan  which  keeps  one  building  open  far 
grades  1-6  in  the  District  and  has  all  other  pupils,  grades 
7-12,  going  to  Berlin,  be  adopted.  My  reasons  for  this  pro- 
posal are  as  follows:  Even  though  this  is  slightly  more  ex- 
pensive than  having  all  eight  grades  in  the  Willis  School, 
the  educational  results,  I  feel,  are  worth  the  increased  cost. 
The  teacher  in  the  Willis  School,  with  only  six  grades,  will 
have  a  smaller  pupil  load  and  will  be  able  to  spend  more 
time  with  each  grade  and  pupil.  Pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  will 
make  the  adjustment  to  the  departmentalized  organization 
followed  in  Berlin  at  an  earlier  age  and  thus  be  better  pre- 
pared for  high  school.  Also,  the  pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  take  more  advanced  courses  in 
science  and  will  be  able  to  take  shop  and  home  economics 
and  participate  in  a  greater  number  of  activities.  These  pu- 
pils will  also  become  acquainted  with  the  proceeduies  follow- 
ed in  Berlin,  will  know  their  classmates  earlier,  and  the 
changeover  will  come  at  an  age  when  the  adjustment  will  be 
easier  and  less  disastrous.  At  the  present  time  many  pupils 
drop  out  of  high  school  when  their  high  school  grades  have 
been  low  during  the  freshman  year,  and  many  of  these  low 
grades  have  resulted  from  a  lack  of  adjustment. 

I  realize  last  year  I  felt  that  putting  all  eight  grades  in 
the  Willis  School  would  be  best,  if  we  tuitioned  out  the  pupils 
on  the  west  side  of  town.  However,  the  overall  advantages 
will  be  greater  at  the  7th  and  8th  grade  level,  and  if  pupils 
have  to  be  tuitioned  out,  it  is  felt  that  the  older  pupils  should 
be  the  ones  to  be  tuitioned. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  casting  your  vote  for  the  organization- 
al plan  to  follow,  you  will  make  your  decision  according  to 
the  educational  good  for  the  majority  and  also  for  any  sav- 
ing that  can  be  made  on  the  tax  assessment  against  the  tax- 
payer. 

Please  study  the  three  proposed  budgets  carefully  to  aid 
you  in  arriving  at  a  decision  as  to  how  much  money  should 
be  raised  for  the  support  of  schools. 

There  will  be  several  special  articles  in  the  warrant  for 
the  voters  to  consider.  One  will  be  for  a  definite  vote  to  send 
pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  to  Berlin  on  a  tuition  basis  and  to 
provide  transportation  for  these  pupils  as  well  as  for  high 
school  students.  This  has  been  explained  sufficiently  under  the 
foregoing.  Another  special  article  will  ask  for  authorization 
by  the  School  Board  to  purchase  a  36-passenger  bus  on  bids 
and  short  term  notes  for  five  years  to  pay  for  the  vehicle. 
While  this  seems  to  be  a  larger  vehicle  than  necessary,  the 
original  cost  to  the  District  is  little  more  than  a  smaller  one 
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and  the  operating  costs  will  run  on^y  slightly  more..  The 
advantage  of  having  this  size  bus  is  that  it  will  accommo- 
date more  pupils  if  necessary,  and  will  provide  more  com- 
fortable and  safer  seating  for  the  pupils  riding.  A  third 
special  article  will  ask  for  permission  to  use  the  unexpended 
balance  in  this  year's  budget  to  install  a  ceiling  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Willis  School.  A  ceiling  in  the  basement  would 
make  the  room  cleaner,  especially  for  the  lunch  prograrj, 
create  better  lighting  and  make  the  room  more  attractive. 

Teachers 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  had  the  same  two  teachers  for 
this  year.  It  is  more  helpful  to  the  students  and  to  the  Dis- 
trict to  be  able  to  retain  two  such  competent  teachers  as' 
Mrs.  Hamlin  and  Mrs.  Sias. 

The  salaries  recommended  for  next  year  will  be  determin- 
ed after  the  District  decides  which  plan  to  follow  next  year 
regarding  school  organization.  Regardless  of  the  plan  that 
is  chosen,  raises  are  recommended  for  the  teachers,  or  teach- 
er, whichever  is  applicable. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

Our  percentage  of  attendance  again  showed  an  improve- 
ment for  which  the  schools  can  be  commended.  The  average 
of  the  two  schools  rose  from  93.1  percent  for  last  year  to 
95.0  percent  for  the  year  just  passed.  However,  we  cannot  be 
so  proud  of  the  record  for  tardiness,  as  this  again  showed  a 
marked  increase.  The  teachers  have  been  urged  to  check  each 
pupil's  record  carefully  so  that  the  habit  does  not  becom.e' 
chronic. 

Our  enrollment  indicates  that  we  will  have  fewer  children 
in  the  elementary  grades  next  year.  At  the  present  time  we 
have  29  pupils  in  school  and  next  year  this  number  will  drop 
to  25  in  grades  1-8. 

Buildings   and   Equipment 

The  two  buildings  are  in  good  condition  due  to  the  inter- 
est taken  by  the  School  Board.  The  new  heating  system  in 
the  Willis  School  is  working  out  very  well.  Temperatures  in 
the  school  room  and  basement  are  much  more  comfortable 
and  even.  I  am  sure  that  this  will  have  a  decided  effect  on 
the  work  of  the  children  as  well  as  on  their  health. 

Equipment  and  reference  materials  are  replaced  each 
year  as  needed,  and  additional  equipment  purchased  when 
necessary.  The  District  is  to  be  commended  on  the  upkeep 
of  the  buildings  and  furnishings. 
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Tuition 

At  the  present  time  six  pupils  are  attending  high  school 
in  Berlin.  However,  the  potential  number  for  next  year  in- 
creases to  thirteen,  due  to  the  large  eighth  grade  in  the 
Willis  School. 

Bsrlin's  rate  of  tuition  for  this  year  is  $388,  and  next  year 
will  be  $399,  or  the  average  per  pupil  cost  in  the  state. 
However,  it  is  well  to  point  out  that  Berlin's  per  pupil  cost 
exceeds  $500  and  Dummer  can  be  grateful  to  have  a  school 
like  Berlin  to  send  its  high  school  pupils  to,  where  they  get 
such  a  wide  selection  of  courses. 

Calendar 

Starting  in  September,  1960,  school  must  be  in  session  for 
180  actual  school  days.  This  law  was  passed  at  the  Legis- 
lature last  summer  and  will  shorten  the  Christmas  vacation 
and  possibly  lengthen  the  school  year,  depending  upon  the 
number  of  days  missed  due  to  bad  weather.
